1924 to 1929 he was one of the 
few economists and publicists whu

prosperity in the spring of 1929 
was rejected as fantastic but his 
prediction became a grim reality.

pected transfer has not been giv- 
en locally, but it is understood 
that unofficial announcement of 
plans has been made. 


Father Stanley is know n by his 


parishioners and otheis in the 
community for his stress on the 
devotional aspects of the Catholic 
faith. 
He instituted the Monday 


Novenas to the Miraculous Medal 
and other special services in the 
church. 
He has been active al- 


so as the leading Catholic digni- 
tary of this area and wus out- 
standing in civil affairs. 


Parishioners 
of 
St. 
Mary's 


Church have declared him one of 
the best beloved pastors they have 
known here and they will receive 
the news of his proposed transfer 
with regret. 


Monsignor Stanley, who is a 


native son of Ulster, came 
to 


Kingston September 24, 10«2. He 
was known here, however, before 
he took up his duties as pastor of 
St. Mary's Church, since he was 
born in Tort Ewen and iived there 
before studying for the priesthood. 


He was ordained in May 21, 


1910, 
after attending first St. 


Francis Xavier College and St. 
Joseph's Seminary at Dunwoodie. 
His first assignment was to the 
New York 
Catholic 
Protectory. 


From there he went to Our Lady 
of Solace Church in the Bronx 
where he served for 15 years un- 
der the Kev. Daniel J. Curley, -who 
became the Bishop of Syracuse. 


From the Bronx, Father Stan- 


ley went to the Church of St. John 
and St. Mary at Chappaqua, where 
he was pastor for five years, be- 
fore coming to Kingston. He be- 
came a dean immediately upon his 
arrival here. 


Monsignor Stanley observed his 


Silver Jubilee, May 26, 1935, the 
occasion being one of the most Im- 
pressive ever held by St. Mary's 
parish. 


His greatest honor came, how- 


ever, on September 
23, 
1937, 


when he was honored by Pope 
Pius XI with the dignity of Papal 
Chamberlain, which carries with 
it the title of Monsignor. Al- 
though this honor was conferred 
on September 23, it was not until 
October 14, 1937 that the title 
was granted officially by the late 
Patrick Cardinal Haves in New

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DESTRUCTIVE PUNISHMENT 


A curious case of confused 'justice" has 


come to light in one of the big cities. A boy, 
eighteen years old and a senior in high 
.school, was arrested last September for carc- 
Irss driving. He had hit a younger boy, 
causing serious injuries. The judge imposed 
a jail sentence and said he would suspend it 
if the youth would pay some of the medical 
expenses incurred by the parents of the in- 
jured boy. 


The young driver, however, is the son of 


poor parents who are barely able to support 
themselves and their children. They had no 
money and no resources for getting any to 
make the payment the judge required. So 
The boy has been in jail for four months and 
must remain for two more. He is afraid now 
that he can't graduate from high school in 
June. 


It is clear that this 18-year-old boy should 


understand the wrong he did and make some 
restitution. Probably he should be forbidden 
to do any more driving in anybody's car for 
borne lime. The jail sentence, however, is 
clearly not a constructive thing. 
x, 


If the boy had been set to work and re- 


quired to turn in his pay on the victim's 
medical expenses, he would have been learn- 
ing his own valuable lesson and making some 
amends for the injury he caused. The high 
school studies could somehow have been pur- 
sued on the side. As it is, when this boy 
ronies out of jail no bills will have been paid, 
Mudy time -will have been lost, a stigma hard 
to overcome will have been put on him, and 
bad habits may have been acquired. 


FLOWERS AND EDUCATION 


A commercial high school has set up a 


(lower shop which is to be operated by pupils. 
It follows an experiment which ran for eight 
weeks and seemed to prove that the shop 
had a right to exist because of its educational 
value. 


A fioristry course precedes work in the 


shop and teaches the pupils much about 
(lower growing and selling, cutting flowers, 
making corsages and artistic bouquets, ac- 
counting, and so on. An interesting and un- 
expected result was that the pupils them- 
selves so enjoyed the flowers that they began 
to spend less of their loose change for chew- 
ing gum and candy and to buy flowers in- 
stead.

American Federation of Labor not 
only has not withdrawn iti opposi- 
tion to the connrmation of Don- 
ald Wakefleld Smith for a second 
term as a member of the National 
Labor Relations Board, but will 
flght Senate approval on 
the 


ground that Mr. Smith does not 
possess the "necessary qualifica- 
tions," 
This information was furnished 


by the A. F. of L. headquarters 
today in connection with published 
rumors to the effect that Presi- 
dent Green of the A. F. of L. had 
somehow 
confused 
Edwin 
S. 


Smith, also a member of the labor 
board, 
with Donald Wakefleld 


Smith. Mr. Green -wrote his com- 
ment to a newspaper publisher in 
Philadelphia: 


"This story Is untrue, ridiculous 


and fantastic in every particular. 
I cannot help feeling that it was 
deliberatly written to belittle and 
ridicule me and the other officers 
of the American Federation of 
Labor. ... 


"The executive council of the 


American Federation of Labor 
sent a telegram to the President 
urging him not to reappoint Don- 
ald Wakefleld Smith. Nevertheless 
he was reappointed. Then 
the 


American Federation of Labor at 
its convention in Houston unani- 
mously adopted a resolution oppos- 
ing bis confirmation. When and 
if his nomination is sent to the 
Senate, the American Federation 
of Labor will appear in opposition 
to his confirmation. 


"The American Federation of 


Labor opposed the appointment 
of Donald Wahefleld Smith be- 
cause of his record as a member 
of the National Labor Relations 
Board. We have not confused 
either his name or record with 
that of Edwin Smith, another 
member of the National Labor 
Relations Board." 


In these dispatches, reference 


was made To the circulation o£ re- 
ports that there had been con- 
fusion between the two Smiths 
on the board, BO it is Important 
to record Mr. Green's clear-cut 
denial that such has been the 
case. Indeed, from A. F. of L. 
quarters it is learned that, if any 
of the other members of the board 
were up for confirmation or re- 
appointment at this time, there 
would be opposition to them, too.

"What Japan asks of China, he 


affirmed, "is neither territory nor

tion (return to China) ol foreign 
concessions ...."
